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Elementary Students Enjoy Hands-on Experience 
with Exotic Animals Paring "Rain Forest’ Program 


For one verdant afternoon, elemen- 
tary-age students in the Romulus Com- 
munity Schools got to experience a true 
taste of the exotic. 

On September 26, Michael Kohl- 
rieser of Understanding Wildlife, Inc., 
brought part of his tropical menagerie to 
each of the district's five elementaries — 
Barth, Cory, Halecreek, Merriman, and 
Wick — to teach youngsters about the 
rain forest and its inhabitants. The 
school-day presentations were followed 
by a pair of much-more-elaborate stage 
shows that were open to the public. 

“Understanding Wildlife is a non- 
profit organization with a goal of getting 
our conservation message out to as 
many people as we Can," said Kohlrieser. 
"Our ‘Live on Stage. . . the Rain Forest’ 
program has proven to be particularly 
effective in teaching and entertaining 
children. The show consists of a beau- 
tiful jungle setting with special effects

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District Secretaries Embrace Fish! Philosophy 


What kind of day did you have at 
work today? . 

Did you misplace an important file 
because you were distracted by 
thoughts of what to cook for dinner 
tonight? Dida stressful situation lead to 
unpleasant words between you and a 
co-worker or customer? Did you feel so 
dull and apathetic that every task 
seemed to overwhelm you? 

lf so, you need to join a growing 
number of Romulus Community Schools 
employees who are learning to "Catch 
the Spirit!" 

“Last month, the district's secretar- 
ies took part in a motivational in-service 
program based on the 'Famous Fish 
Philosophy,'" said Carole Bales, execu- 
tive secretary to the Superintendent 
and primary organizer of the presenta- 
tion. "The program originated in Seat- 
tle, Washington, at a local fish market 
called Pike Place Fish. 

"Years ago,” she continued, "the 
market's employees were a typically 
dreary bunch who allowed the unpleas- 
ant aspects of their job — smelly fish, 
cold freezers, and long hours perform- 
ing monotonous tasks — to influence 
their attitudes in a negative way. Today, 
the market is a place that's so full of 

excitement and positive energy that 
crowds of passersby often stop to watch 
the workers in action." 

How did such a remarkable trans- 
formation take place? According to 
Bales, the adoption of asimple four-part 
philosophy was the key.

e Choose your attitude. (Accept full 
responsibility for all of your choices, 
even your attitude at work. There Is 
always a choice about the way you 
do your work, even if there is nota 
choice about the work itself.) 

e Play. (Funis energizing and leads to 
creativity. Happy people treat others 
well, and time passes quickly in a 
cheerful atmosphere. Work becomes 
a reward in itself, and not just a way 
to gain other rewards.) 

e MakeSomeone's Day. (Treating cus- 
tomers well will give you the satis- 
faction that comes to those who serve 
others. Focusing your attention on 
ways to make another person's day, 
instead of dwelling on your own prob- 
lems, provides a constant flow of 
positive feedback.) 

e Be Present. (Give your work, your 
customers, and your co-workers your 
full attention. When you are truly 
"present," you show consideration 
for the other person.) 

"One of the tools that we used at our 
in-service program was a video about 
the Pike Place Fish philosophy," said 
Bales. "It was amazing to witness the 
atmosphere that the market workers 
created. One — shouting 'One salmon 
flying away to Minnesota!'—would throw 
an enormous fish to another, who would 
make a spectacular, one-handed grab 
to the applause of all the onlookers. 
Another would salute all the ‘suits’ in the 
lunchtime crowd — calling 'Hello, yogurt 
dudes!’ — and they would promptly -re-

turn his salute by raising their yogurt 
cups into the air. Still others would be 
juggling crabs, teasing a child by mov- 
ing a fish's mouth and making it appear 
to talk, or just generally singing and 
dancing . . . and yet all were totally 
focused on their jobs, and gave their 
customers their undivided attention.” 

Bales was so excited about putting 
the Fish! philosophy into practice that 
she and the other in-service planners 
used the four guiding principles to orga- 
nize their presentation. 

"We really went all out!" she said. 
"We began with lots of colorful, playful 
decorations to set the mood, and fo- 
cused on ‘little touches’ that showed 
everyone our commitment to the pro- 
gram and to each other. Before long, 









the energy just snowballed, and every- 
one's creative juices were flowing!” 

Bales said that the secretaries’ in- 
service was so successful that the pro- 
gram will be continued with other em- 
ployee groups throughout the year. 

"It made sense to begin with the 
secretaries," she explained. "We are 
usually the first individuals that face 
members of the public when they enter 
the building, and we are also usually the 
first people seen by staff members and 
students as they come in to begin their 
work. 

"By adopting the Fish! philosophy, 
we hope that we can help all of these 
people have a more pleasant, produc- 
tive day — and help ourselves do the 
same along the way!" 4
